12 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
13 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

17 disposal system that isfor public use, or any refuse disposal system that isa solid

18 waste acceptance facility as defined in § 9-501(n) of thistitleif the solid waste

20 (b) (@D} The Secretary may adopt reasonable and proper regulations for
21 submission of plans. These regulations may include the collection of afee at thetime
22 of application for:

23 Q) A permit issued under this section for a privately owned water
24 supply or sewerage system; or

25 (i) A permit applied for by alocal unit of government for a
26 privately financed water supply or sewerage system.
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1 2 The Secretary shall provide the regulated community an opportunity
2 to participate in the rate setting and regulatory processes.

3 (© D Before a person draws plans or submits an application under this
4 section for a proposed water supply system, sewerage system, or refuse disposal

5 system, the person may submit to the Secretary a preliminary statement on the

6 proposed system.

7 (2 At therequest of the person, the Secretary shall outline the general
8 requirementsthat must be met before the Secretary would approve the proposed
9 system.

10 (d) A person shal have a permit issued by the Secretary under this section
11 before the person installs, materially alters, or materially extends a water supply
12 system, sewerage system, or refuse disposal system.

15 (i) The compl ete plans and specifications for the ingallation,
16 dteration, or extension of the water supply system, sewerage system, or refuse

19 facility in the areas of Baltimore City designated by the United States Post Office as

20 zip code numbers 21225, 21226, and 21230, a groundwater and surface water impact

21 analysis prepared at the expense of the applicant regarding the proposed install ation,

22 dteration, or extension; and

23 (iii) Any other information that the Secretary requires,

24 2 Submit to the Secretary any material changein the plans and
25 specifications, with the reason for the change; and

26 3 Pay the permit fee set by the Department.

27 Q) Results of any groundwater and surface water impact analysis required

28 under subsection (€)(1)(ii) of this section may be a basisfor the Secretary’'s denial of a
29 permit.

30 (9) (@D} When a person applies for a permit and pays the fee under this
31 section, the Secretary shall:

3 (2 The Secretary shall act within 30 working days after receiving an
4 application and payment of fee for a permit under this section for a water distribution
5 line or a sewage collection line

6 (3) If the Secretary does not act within the time set by paragraph (2) of
7 this subsection:

9 (i) The Secretary shall issue a permit for the work.

10 (h) A person may not:

11 (@D} Ingall, materialy alter, or materially extend a water supply system,
12 sewerage system, or refuse disposal system in this State except in accordance with a
13 permit issued to the person by the Secretary under this section; or

14 (2 Embody any material changein construction until the Secretary has
15 issued arevised permit based on the submission to the Secretary under subsection
16 (€)(2) of thissection.

17 (i) After a person completes work under a permit, the person shall submit to
18 the Secretary for permanent record a certified copy of the plansthat shows the work
19 ashuilt.

20 ()] An owner or operator of an incinerator may not accept morethan 150 tons
21 per day of special medical waste, as defined in Title 26, Subtitle 13, Chapter 11 of the
22 Code of Maryland Regulations.

23 (k) (1) The Secretary may not issue any permit, including a permit under
24 subsection (d) of this section or § 7-232 of this article, to construct or operate a

25 municipal waste incinerator for disposal of a solid waste stream, asdefined in §

26 9-1701 of thistitle, within 1 mile of a public or private elementary or secondary

27 schoal.

28 2 A person may not construct or operate a municipal waste incinerator
29 for disposal of a solid waste stream, as defined in § 9-1701 of thistitle, within 1 mile
30 of apublic or private elementary or secondary schoal.

31 ©)] This subsection may not be construed to prohibit:
32 0) The operation, construction, reconstruction, replacement,

33 expansion, and materia alteration or extension of an incinerator that was operating
34 asaresource recovery facility on January 1, 1997; or
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1 (i) The issuance of permits necessary for the operation,
2 construction, reconstruction, replacement, expansion, and material ateration or
3 extension of an incinerator that was operating on January 1, 1997.

4 () (@D} The Secretary may not issue any permit, including a permit under
5 subsection (d) of this section, to construct or operate atransfer station in Prince
6 George's County for disposal of solid waste within 2 miles of Bowie State University.

7 (2 A person may not construct or operate atransfer sation in Prince
8 George's County for the disposal of solid waste within 2 miles of Bowie State
9 University.

10 ©)] This subsection may not be construed to prohibit:

11 (i) The operation, construction, reconstruction, replacement,
12 expansion, or material ateration or extension of a transfer station that was operating
13 on January 1, 2000; or

14 (i) The issuance of a permit that is necessary for the operation,
15 construction, reconstruction, replacement, expansion, or material ateration or
16 extenson of atransfer station that was operating on January 1, 2000.

17 (M) THE SECRETARY MAY NOT ISSUE ANY PERMIT UNDER THISSECTION TO
18 CONSTRUCT OR OPERATE A RUBBLE LANDFILL WITHIN 2 MILES OF BOWIE STATE
19 UNIVERSITY OR ST. JOHN AME CHURCH.

20 [(m)] (N) (D] In this subsection, "trade secret" has the meaning provided in §
21 11-1201 of the Commercial Law Article.

22 (2 The Department shall prepare an annual report identifying the
23 amount of solid waste by weight or volume, disposed of in the State during the
24 previous year.

25 ©)] Thereport required under paragraph (2) of this subsection shall
26 identify:

27 Q) The following solid waste categories:

28 1 Construction and demoalition debris;

29 2. Incinerator ash;

30 3. Industrial waste;

31 4, Land clearing debris;

32 5. Municipal solid waste; and

33 6. Any other solid waste identified by the Department;

32 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act isan emergency
33 measure, isnecessary for the immediate preservation of the public heath or safety,
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1 has been passed by a yea and nay vote supported by three-fifths of all the members
2 elected to each of the two Houses of the General Assembly, and shall take effect from
3 thedateit is enacted.
